The brigade consists ot four corps of 
mounted infantry, under Cols.

CON AN DOYLE IN AFRICA. 

He Sees in British Irregular Cavalry 
the Distinguishing Marks of 

Western rPIainsmen. ^ j 

London, April 10.— The Bloemfontein 
corrcspondc'nt of the Dally Mail, tele- 
graphing .Sunday, says: The air is 
thick with rumors of large forces of 
Boers to tho southward, but there is uo 
positive pfflcial information on the sub- 
ject. On the other hnnd, the railway 
is said to be well guarded'. 

Dr. Conan Doyle contributes to thC' 
Friend of the Free State a picturesque 
description of the British infantry. . Bfc; 
says: " Who could nave conceived that- 
had seen, this prim, soldier in time ..pt 
peace, that , he could . so quickly trans- 
form himself into this grim, virile bai- 
barian? Bulldog faces, hawk faces, 
buugi-y wolf faces— every sort of face 
except a weak one. ^lost ot them have 
swarthy ftices and lean a little forwanl, 
with eyes steadfast and features ini- 
passive, but resolute. 

" Here is a clump of mounted infantry, 
with a grizzled fellow, like a fierce oRl 
eagle, at the head of them. Some are 
manod like lions; some hr.ve young, 
keen, faces, but all leave an iinpiession 
of familiarity upon me. Yet I have 
not seen irregular British cavalry be- 
fore. ^Vby should it be so familiar to 
me — this loose-limbed, hoad-orect, swag- 
gering ty|ie'?

At Portland on May 17, a pallium will 
he besloweil upon Arehlilsliop Christie, 
wleise arelidiiM-use Iiii'liules the pnivliu'o of 
British Columbia by Jlonsolgni'iir Kelmstlaa 
Marllnelll, the reiiresentatlve of the Pope 
In the United States. A number of bishops 
froir, the Kasterii .States, .'iiid clergy from 
all iiarts of the ooiiiitiy, will be present, 
'fills win be the fourth lime that a pal- 
lium bus been conferred on an archbishop 
of Oregon. The first was conferred upon 
Frauds Xorbert Blaiii-liet, flr.«t bishop of 
Oregon City, the iM-i-Ii'slastk-iil tith? given 
by the church to the one appointed as the 
lieiul of the Catholic church In that state. 
Charles John Sogers was the second areli- 
blsliop honored with the pallium, and Ills 
cruel murder In l.'^Til, while on a inl.sslon In 
.\laska. Is .still well renieiubered liy pooiile 
of all sects, particularly Vlotorlaus, umoug 
M liom he resided so long ami was so greatly 
honored anil respected. Archbishop Gross, 
who was translated to the episcopacy of 
llri'gon City from Suviiuaah, Georgia, \v 
the l^st bishop to receive tho pallium la 
Oregon, the ceremonies Incidental to the 
occasion being still well remembered. 

The pallium, or bimatlon, was to Greeks 
and Orientals what the toga was to Ito- 
iimas. It was a square pli-oe of elolh worn 
over the shoulders, flowing down heliliul 
and covering the breast and arms or the 
wearer more or less, at lils iileasiiro. 

The Jews iilso used the pallium. ".Speak 
(o the ehlldreii of Israi I, and thou slialt tell 
(hem to make to themselves fringes In the 
corners of their garmeiiis. putting In tbeni 
ribbons of blue; that wtieii they shall see 
them they iiia.v renienilier all the coiiiniaiid- 
ments of the Lord, and not follow their own 
thought anil eyes, going :istray after divers 
things." (Numhera xv., :!,S.) The wenl 
garments <Iu this pa.ssage Is pallluin In 
Latin and hlmatlou In Greek. 

The true sigulflcutlon of this Apostolli' 
lialUum Bcemg to be the represcutalloa of 
the pallium or outer garment of St. Peter. 
The Roman poDtlffs wear It m a mark Unit 
they hold the place of Peter. It Is grant- 
ed to other prelates as a sign that their au- 
thority emanates from the Pope, the re- 
presentative of St. Peter. 

In the course of time the palMuin has 
undergone the same change as the- original 
stola. Like the latter, It Is now only an 
ornanieiit. It i-inislsts of a narrow strip of 
white wool, reseinliling the band m- bor- 
der of the ancient pallinni, and Is worn 
around the shoulders aiol erossi-d In front. 
Crosses In black are worked In wool. 

The pallium Is made at Itoiiie, of the wool 
shorn from two lainbs bli.<sed liy the Pope, 
:iml annuall.v pri-sonted by the nuns of St. 
.\gui-s 1)11 the feast of their patron saint. The 
presentation takes place at the .Vgiius Del 
during mass. It Is sent by the Pope to 
every newly appointed archbishop, as the 
distinctive badge of archleftlscopal dignity. 

^"he white wool isiunj^jlematlc jof the 
purity and Innocence of uie life of the pre- 
lates of the chnrch, the anointed wearers 
of the pallium," says the Catliollo Seiitl- 
ii'ol. "The lambs from the fleece of wM.ili 
It Is made remind tlioni that they have 
cliargo over the lambs and sheep of Christ, 
the souls of nn'ii. They wear the iialllum 
over the shoulder tlnit they may remeniber 
to Imitate the Good .Sliepheid; that they 
inny bo faithful to go ont Into tho deserts 
and thickets of the world in seareli of tin- 
SI rayed and ^1 horn-enlaugleil slieej) and 
bring them liac-k on their shuMlderH to the 
sheep-fold. The pallium Is marked by six 
lilark orosscs In show that the responsl- 
bllltles iif the chief i>iistorsliIi) are a beavy 
Imrdea. a heavy i-ross, •Impesnlstl liouiliii's 
super eapLlii nostra.' The Pope, because 
he Is a sueci'.ssor of St. Peter and has uni- 
versal Jiirlsilletliin over the whole ehnreh, 
wears the piiUlum at all tliin-s and 111 all 
places ever bis other vestments." 

I'alrlarelis, primates ami iirehblshoiis 
have loo the right of wearing the pallium, 
but only lu the limits of their provluce and 
on certain days. An archbishop cannot al- 
low another prelate to use Ills pulllum. 
When he dies the gallium must he burliil 
with him.

Tlie reported Boer victory, re- 
sulting in the capture of 000 of our men 
has not been hoard of since llie first 
Htot-y I'S'.r.ie (^iit, and was doubtless a 
inylli. Kxcopt for the disaster to Broad- 
wood's command and the extraordinary 
failure of Gatacrc to relieve the Uodders- 
burg garrison, there- has not been si fail- 
ure in connection with Koberts' plans. 

The activity of the Boors in Xattil sug- 
gests that some of BuUer'H force has been 
•witUdrawn; but if he lins, as la reported, 
20,000 men yet under him, he can give 
a pood account of himself. There is no 
siK'cial reason for bim to take the ofCen- 
sive. The enemy is doing no gretit harm 
iy oecupying the Biggarsberg mountains, 
and Wiexfs Tvould be no object In sacrifu: 
ing lives merely to defeat him. The groat 
issue of the war will be fought out else 
where.

ir i)ro(>f were wnnti'd of the unsound- 
ness of Jlr. Martin's judgment, it ha 
been furaished by his action in reading 
at tlie Sannich meeting the letter from 
Sir Wilfrid Lnurier. It indicates either 
that he is unable to understand the 
Queen's English, or tliat he believes the 
general public can be goUcd with any- 
Hiing he may choose to say. The letter 
Bays, as plainly as words can, that Mr. 
Martin appealed to Sir Wilfrid for stip- 
jiiiit and was refused. The solf-styled 
champion of provincial rights, ho invited 
the interference of the feiieral govern- 
ment in a provincial election, only to bc^ 
told that the 'Libernl premier of the 
Dominion after some days' considera- 
tion had "come to the coiiclusinu that 
he should not interfere at all." The 
most that Sir Wilfrid would promise 
was not to interfere against him, and he 
is careful to place this largely on the 
score of personal friendship*, Comment- 
ing on this letter. .Mr. Martin said that 
it was a reful.itiou of the charge that 
be is unpopular at Ottawa. To the or- 
dinary mind exactly the opposite conclu- 
sion will appear irresistible. Any dis- 
interested leader of the letter would 
conclude that it was'written by a man 
to one who bad been a personal friend, 
but to whom ho felt uuabic to give poli- 
tical support. Mr. Martin appears to 
think that because Sir Wilfrid's letter 
do(?s not abound in invective it Is tii bo 
construed as an endorsement. In point 
of fact the letter is a courteous dis- 
claimer nf any political responsibility 
for ;Mr. Martin, and an intimation that 
if he conies to grief in his political ven- 
tures he will only liavi> himself to blame. 
It Is the distinclesl iiossilde lenuucia- 
tiou of Mr. Martin and bis political 
works. There is a fine piece of aarcustic 
reproof in the sentence, " if partj^ iinci3 
are to be maintained, I will expect that 
the policy of the federal government will 
be respected."

PAVING THE STREETS.' 

Spe(>ia! attention is directed lo the fa<-!s 
set I'orlli ill thi.s inoniiiig's issue in regar<l 
to street paving, especially as it relates 
lo Broad and Yates streets. The matter 
seems to be urgent. Wc liave every syiii- 
pathy with the desire of aldi'niien lo 
economise, ami no doubt all the citizens 
are of the same mind on this subjecl; but 
there may be mistaken econonay, and \ve 
think the onii.s.sion to proceed with the 
paving of Yates and Broad streets can 
he so I'las.sed. 

The effocl uf the delay upon the double 
tracking n( the tramway line is (luite 
serious, and ought to out-weigh very 
many cdusidcratlons, which may prompt 
some of the aldermen to hesitate about 
sanctioning the necessary expenditiire. 
The convenience to the citizens that would 
result from the double tracking of tliis 
line from Oswego to Fisgiiard cannot 
easily be understood except by thotse who 
have had experience of a similar cliango 
in otiier localities. We hope the council 
will see its way clear to take up this 
matter of paving immediately and carry 
it through as originally planned. 



WOMEN IN FIIANCB. 

We print in to-day's supplemeut a very 
Interesting article on the women workers 
of France. The advocates of equal- 
ity of the sexes will lind in 
it some utatistics that will set 
them thinking. Clearly In France 
etiuality in the right to earn bread by 
the sweat of the brow, has placed women 
in a very i ,^!i!:i."kab!e rolntion to men. At 
prctient about 40 per cent, of the wage 
earners of France are woumn, and this 
takes no account of those who labor in 
the liehls or in domestic service. AVhat 
is more extraordinary still is that the 
number of men employed in industries is 
lictually decreasing. The inevitable con- 
seiiueiice of thin state of things is oiil.v 
too apparent. When men do not labor, 
they will not marry and bring up rnnii- 
lics, and the responsibilities of maternity 
will interfere too much with the wage- 
earning women to allow them to be as- 
sumed. Of late we have seen very many 
reasons assigned for the low birth rate of 
France, the common practice being to 
attribute it to immoral and criminal prac- 
tices, but we fancy the true explanation 
is to bo sought in thcfic statistics of labor. 

France seems clearly to be a decaying 
nation. Its men are to a very largo ex- 
tent dependent upon the labor of its 
women for their support; they have there- 
fore abundant leisure for political h.vstcr- 
ics. They are losing that virile strength 
which conaes from the responsibility at- 
taching to the position of the head of a 
family. The family itself is going out of 
fashion. It is becoming impossible in 
the working classes, from which the 
ranks of 'all other grades of society are 
le-inforced in other countries. No relief 
is in sight. From year to year the jiro- 
portion of woman workers will increase, 
for the "easy descent" having been be- 
gun, it will incren:se in speed. 



The Jubilee Uospital hoard have been 
unable to collect a bill from the goverii- 
nieiit, although they have been asked 
for it twice. It certainly seems a very 
small piece of business to delay payment 
of an account of such a nature. If this 
is to bo a sample of the Marlinesiiiie 
methods of carrying on public business, 
the public will soon grow very tired 
of it.

.\gitatioii for an .\lter;itioii in the Time 
Reguliilion i>'. Lacrosse. 

There is an agitation iu the East for 
a change in the time regulation of la- 
crosse lining awa.\ with ihe rests betw<'eii 
games, 'J.'lie.sjiiiriiug 4'iiitor ->r (he To- 
ronto Globe fiftys: ^ . . , 

"What little eoninu'iil t li'.iVO !l'e;\ra on 
the jiroposed change iu the lime regula- 
tion of lacrosse is all iu favor of some 
riuch alteration as will be brought up at 
the Canadian Lacrosse Association con- 
vention next iiionlli. The annoying aud 
uuueeessar.v w:iste of time illuler the pre- 
sent rul«; is a serious detriiiieiit to th 
]io|mlarity of Ihe national game, jiarticu- 
larly when added to this is the unfailing 
<lilalorinesti ami conteiiiiit ot the con- 
venience of sjieclators that are exhibited 
by most geiitleiiii'ii ir. cliarge of amateur 
.sporting events, laider the iireseiit rules 
we often see a match begin from half an 
hour to an hour later than the appointed 
time and then include enough periods of 
live aud ten minute rests to take up one- 
third of the allotted plajdng time, while 
many matches look to the average spec- 
tator to be made up mostly of rests. The 
objection has been raised that the period 
suggested, 40 minutes each way, will 
entail too severe « strain on the players; 
ill fact, this is i)ractieally the oiil.v ob- 
jection I have yet found. It iii not a ser- 
imis one, I think. lluder the jiresent 
rules teanw may have to play 40 minutes 
ajid longer withotit a break, and we have 
all seen this occur, but nidiody has ever 
suggested that there should be a limit to 
the time of a single game. I'liiler the 
Itroiiosed change 40 minutes will be the 
nunimum time for which play could go 
on without interruption, ami though there 
is no changing goalrf e-vcejit at half time, 
there will necessarily be a short Htop- 
liage of iilay every time a game is scored 
and the ball is faced off again in mid- 
tield. The players, so far as I can see 
will not suffer by the change, while thi 
game will be iniiiroved iu niauy respects 
The «ug,festeii cliauge« are as follows, 
and I .shall be glad to hear from some ccr- 
resiiondents on this subject: 

"Rule IX., sec. It. — Strike out si'ction 
and substitute, "The actual playing time 
shall bo 80 minutes, the tearas to changi 
goals only at the expiration of in niin 
utes.' 

"'Rule IV., sec- 4.— Strike out section 
and substitute, 'Either team may claim 
ten minues' rest at the expiration of the 
first -10 minutes' of playing time, but 
shall not be entitled to claim any rest 
between games,' 

•■The suggested plan does not find favor 
down east, according to the Jlontrcal 
Star, but then neither was the introduc 
tion of the goal nets approved of by the 
eaetern moguls, who have taken two sea- 
sons to appreciftte their value and will 
use them this year, The'S^tnr says: 

" 'The change, which has not oven the 
merit of originality, w.ts surely never 
proi)Oflc-d by any man who has ever played 
the game. The present method in the 
-senior league is to play an hour and a 
half and change ends after each goal, 
the time of rests is added to the time of 
play, and even the rests of th.ree and five 
minutes, as provided for in the rules, it 
often takes over two hours to play the 
game. Now, if 00 minutes of actual 
playing time has to be provided for, it 
will easily be seen of what duration the 
game is likely to be. Then, suppose it is 
a suiiii.v afteriionu, think of the advant- 
age that will rest with a team securing 
the toss and choosing to defend the goal, 
Svith the sun at their backs. A" couple!

stiun;;i'st imi)eril!etl in the face of the 
iinsolvable (jnestion: AVas the Master 
after all bnt eomnion clay, subject like 
themselves to all coniinerinK death 
They had seen the death shadows creep 
over the beloved face; they had marked 
the limbfi stiffenins in the rifjor of disso- 
lution; they had heard that cry— so like 
to deKpuii^"Eloi, Eloi, lam sabacthaiiiV" 
and finally they hnd assisted in deposit- 
ing in the tomb the senseless clay which 
had so lately throbbed ^\-ith life— a living 
temple of wisdom, charity and love. In 
lliiit dark hour of bittcT trial is needed 
more than Iiuinau «treiiKth to hold stead- 
fast in the faith, to believe unquestioned 
the jirophesies of the resurrection and 
even His promise, given on the eve of 
His execution. Who can picture in 
■words, or faintly realize, the utter help- 
lessnc«s of the faithful eleven, assonil)le<l 
in tear and tremblini,', behind barred 
dourts, with doubt and terror imprinted 
on each anxious face, discussing in whis- 
pers the awful problem which confronted 
themV JIary Magdalene, having seen 
and spoken with Mim in the garden of 
.foseph, the Arimathean, had hastened to 
coninninicate the glad tidings to them, 
bnt fears and doubts prevailed imtil, as 
John. His lient beloved tells: 

"Then the same day at evening, beinp 
the Jirst day of the week, when the doors 
were shut where the disciples wore as- 
sembled together for fear of the .Tews, 
came .Tonus .qnd stood in the midst and 
salth unto them. Peace ho unto yo\i." 

In a moment their fearn were forgot- 
ten, their doubts dispelled and a glory of 
.boundless joy and faith Hooded their 
.souls. 

For maiiy years the rosurrection of 
Christ, testified to by living witnossos, 
waK an unquestioned article of failh with 
the small and despised hanil of Xazar- 
enes, who professed btdief in His doe- 
trine, und its-nunivorsary passed unmark- 
6a by any special ceremony or oliser- 
vnneo. Indeed, considerable time elapsed 
after the death of Christ before festivals 
of any kind were established. The apos- 
tles appear not to have giveu the sub- 
ject any attention, their sole aim being 
to toiich men to lead lives of perfect sim- 
plicity and piety without other incentive 
than the lessons so recently taught by 
Christ's preaching and the example of 
His hlamelefis life. His pnHsion and 
death. As the venerable Chrysostom 
siiys: "The whole of time is a festival 
uutri Christians bccnuso of the excellency 
of the good things which have been giv- 
en." In the «second century, however, 
the authorities of the chvirch deemed it 
<>xpeclient, in the interests of the new 
faith, to establish festivals coincident 
with thos(» of the Tews and heathen poo- 
pies, among whom it was gnidnnlly 
spreading. They do-.ililless found it ini- 
possilile to wean the jieople t'rimi thi? 
eereinonios and eustonis ninile dear to 
them by centuries of trailition aiid prac- 
tice, and they wisely utilized the ma- 
terials furnished them by the legends of 
.ludaism and mythology, pruned tlu>in of 
their (d)jeetionab!e features and gradtial- 
l.v moulded and .adapted them to the re- 
(inireiiieiits of Christianity. One of the 
first ami most important of thivie was the 
I'.-isch, by which name Eastfr was first 
known. The Tews had long celebrated 
the Pasch, or Passover, th(> festival of 
tirst fruits and the Pasch lamh. whoso 
attributes were innocence and love, t)e- 
camo easily a symbol of the resurrected 
Christ. So it was ordained that the 
church should observe the Pasch as a 
solemn reminder of the passion and ro- 
surrection, a season of special devotion, 
a yearly quickening of the spirit of tht- 
new faitli, a glorious anniversar.v of the 
triumph of divine love over the powurn 
of death and evil. 

The Tewish Passover was observed on 
the fourteenth day of the month of Nis- 
an— corresponding to our April — and na- 
turally, the Jews converted to Christian- 
ity continued to cclebnitc the new Pasch 
on that day. On the other hand, the 
Gentile converts assumed that the feast 
should be obwerved on the first day of the 
week or Sabbath following the I'Tiilay 
of the crucifixion and irrespective of the 
day of the month. This qm-siiim i>i the 
proper day of observance hee.inio in time 
a subject of violent and bitter dispute, 
cauriing endless quarrels and controver- 
sies and gave rise to numerous ractio;iK 
and sects whose bickerings formed n sub- 
ject of ridicule to their non-Christian 
neighbors. The Iloman Catholic Church 
adopted the Gentile observance and Pius 
I. issued a decree that the crucifixion 
nhould l.e kept on a Friday, and l^aster 
on the Sunday following. The Eastern 
churches still adhert^l to the .Tewi.sh fes- 
tival—the 14th of the month of Nisan— 
and were stigmatized by I'ope Victor in 
A.U. 197 as heretics and excommunicat- 
ed. This was the first great schism in 
the church and was known ns the "Quar- 
to(le(Mnnui Heresy." At the Council of 
Nice, one of the principal reasons for the 
calling of which by the Emperor Con- 
stantino was the Btatement of this ques- 
tion, the assembled prelates unanimously 
agreed that Easter should bo obp;erved on 
a Sunday, but without determining the 
proper astronomical cycle for calcidnting 
tlie occurrence. Tlio neglect of the Coun- 
cil in not determining this important 
point resulted in another long period of 
misunderstanding. . ;,The,,«^hurches adopt 
ed conllicting rules' as"tb the' keeping, of 
Easter and .we learn from St. Ambroi'C 
that in A.D. 887 the churches of Gaul 
kept it ou March 21. those of Italy oii 
; ApriMStVand thofio of Egypt on April 2.">. 
.=.i>.I^..was not until the adoi)ti<m of the 
Yiregorlan calrudur in 1.W2 that , Easter 
wns made a r'-^vable festival from ^vhlch 
.<lates of n!l the other feasts of the 



Church are determined. By this calen- 
dar Easter always falls, on the Sunday 
after the full laooni which .happens upon 
or after the ' Slat of March; should the 
2l8t of! 'March ;iall on Sunday Easter is 
kept on- the 'Sunday following. The con- 
struction of the' Gregorian calendar was 
most elaborate and enlisted the best tal- 
ents of astronomers and scientists, as, in 
order to insure against all futtn'e dits- 
putcs it was deemed imperative tlnit 
Easter should be fixed so that it could 
never by an.v possibility fall on the same 
day as the Passover. In order to attain 
this object, an also to make a proper and 
nnirorm division of the calendar year, the 
moon of the heavens and the astronomi- 
cal moon were made subservient to the 
need of the hour and what may be lerm- 
e<l nu ecdesiastieal niooji was invented, 
which became the measure and author- 
ity by which our time is .calculated. In 
spite of the good intentions of the mak- 
ers of tlie ttregoriau calendar Easter and 
the Passover have fallen on the same 
day— in 1805, ou April 14; in 1S2.'), on 
April 9; and in 1903 they will both oc- 
cur on April 12. Under the present cal 
endar Easter can never occur bofori 
March 22 or after April 25. .\ftcr the 
Ueformation the English Church refused 
for a long time to aocei)t the (Jregorian 
calendar, as being an invention of Popery 
but the long-standing controversy was 
settled hy an act of tJeorge H., which b( 
came law on September 14 (new style), 
1752. The KuHsian. Creek and Uoumau 
ian ehurclies, however, still adhere ti 
the QuartodiH.'inian usage, and their ob 
servance of Easter seldom eoineides witli 
ours. 

Although till' fathers of the primitive 
church ordained and intended that the 
Pasch should he celebrated with pious 
simplicity it was not long before tli 
heathen inlluenceis wiiich surrounded the 
(^"hristians made theniselvi's felt at this 
and other seasons of religions fastivity. 

The Uoinans liad their festival of 
Ploralla in honor of Cens: the tiroek 
wur.'iliipped Oivneter; the I'ersians Or- 
luuzd; the Phoenicians Baal, or Bel; the 
Celtic nations Beul; the Slavs Bjalbog; 
the Scandinavians and Teutons Baler or 
Ualdag; and the Susons and Angeles 
Ostaru, or Eastre. All those divinities 
wore impersonations of the sun, light and 
heat, the principal festivities attending 
their worship were held in tlu! s|iri)M;, at 
the birth of the solar year, and they wcri; 
all more or less analogous to the Chris- 
tian feast of Easter. 

The fi-stival of Bellaine, dedicated to 
the worship of Ostara or Eiif-tce, univers- 
ally celebrated among the Celtic nations, 
was marked by an advent, which coin- 
cides with the Holy Week of the Catho- 
lic Church, during which all fires were 
extinguished excepting the "need fire." 
from which all other tires were religlited 
on the linal day of the ceremony, when 
great bonfires were kindled and sacrifices 
of oxen and sheep made to the gods. On 
the evenings of WodueBday, Thursday 
anil Friday of Holy AVeck the Cathtilic 
Church performs a solemn olUee called 
Tciiohrao. The nime is derived from 
the ceremony of extinguishing all the 
candles during the course of it till it is 
finished in total darkness. The six can- 
dles on the altar and the fifteen candles 
on the EpLstle side, all burning at the 
beginning of the olUco, signifying the 
light of faith. At the repetition of the 
fourteen antiphons in the matins ami 
lauils, fourteen of the candles in the tri- 
inguhir candlestick (representing the 
Blessed Trinity) are extlngui.shed, and 
at the six last verses of the boncdlctns, 
those on the altar are put out to signify 



altar rails kept up a darice' in time to ap- 
propriate music. Fancy cakes and pud- 
ding are still as much a feature of Easter 
feasts in many parts of England an plum 
pudding at Christmas, and in some dis- 
tricts the ili.stributiou of cakes to the 
poor at Eastertide is still an honored 
cutitom. .V legend exists in Anglo-Saxon 
counties that the rising sun dances 
Easter moruing and it is the en.stom an 
many places to arouse the children be 
fore dawn of day to enable them to en- 
joy the privilege oi witnessing the phe- 
nomonou. 

The origin of Easter eggs in very 
cient. The Persians and other people of 
the Far East have preserved the custom, 
from time immemorial, of making pre- 
sents of eggs and fruits at their sprin 
festivab. The Jews made eggs one of 
the principal features of their feast of 
the Pafisovcr. On the west coast of 
Scotland- and Ireland the young people 
search the cliffs on Easter mornijig for 
wild fowls' eggs, it being considered a 
lucky omen to find them. In England, 
France and Cermnny, and of late yeare 
in .Vmerica. the presenting of dyed and 
decorated Easter eggs was an almost 
universal custom, but wiUiin the last de- 
cade or so the Easter card has replaced 
FRANK I. OI.LAIIKE. 



TWE.NTY MILLIONS A DAY. 

.\nd What ou Earth Becomes of -VU the 
Pins? 

It requires an average of more than 
twenty million pins per day to sustain 
the falling skirts, replace the missing sus- 
pender button.s and meet the other needs 
of the American pojple. What becomes 
of all these pins is a question that 
body has been able to answer, but there 
is no falling off in the demand, so that 
this number must disappear in tome man- 
ner every day. 

It is hard tu innigini' auytliing simpler 
than a jiin. and it is a striking proof of 
the complications of onr modem indus- 
trial system that every pin ia the cinirse 
of its manufacture passes throiigli a doz 
en separate processes, involving the great- 
est skill on the iiart of the operatives em- 
ployed and till' action of a great amount 
of automatic machinery. 

The pin makes its appearance at the 
factory ia the form of barrels of coiled 
brass wire. The first process is that of 
straightening this wire. The coils are 
idaccd on revolving racks, and fed from 
these into little machines, from the vice- 
like grij) of which they emerge perfectly 
straight. Thence the wire is fed into 
the pinmaking machine, which is aimoHt 
as complicated as a printing press, A 
sharp knife cuts the wire off into uni- 
form lengths of the desired size. As 
each little rength of wire drops from the 
knife it falls upon a small wheel, the 
dgo of whicii ir? notched into groves just 
large enough to liold the bits of wire. 

lOach piece is carried along by the 
wheel until an iron finger and thumb 
seiz(! and bold it lirnily, while an auto- 
matic hammer, by a single smart blow, 
puts a head on one end. Then the em- 
bryo pins fall upon another grooved 
wheel, which revolves horizontally. As 
they move on in the clasi) of this second 
wheel the projecting ends pass over a 
number of circular steel tiles, whiili 
neatly grind them to a poinl. l'"iirtlier 
on they encounter a inimiee sioiie, which 
smoothes off the tiled (Muls, and then'tJiey 
Iro]} into a wooden receiving box. So far 
no workman's hand h:is tonehed the pins 
their progress from the reel. The 
T„„.„ It 1 ■ r cutting, heading, pointing and smoothing 

that tlia Jew.? were totally deprived of „,i ^,,„;. ,he wonderful at.to- 

matic machinory. 

l''rom the Wooden boxes the pins go to 
the "whitening" room, wliere they are 
cleaned in revolving liarr(ds filled with 
sawdust and receive a nickel coating iu 
big vats. Then they are dried in the 
sawdust barrels and are run through a 
"sorting" machine. It is impossible to 
get the better of this machine. 

The big department stores and whole- 
sale dealers buy their pins by the case. 
.V case contains lOS dozen papers, 3UU 
pins in each paper. A single order from 
'.he largest stores usually calls for 100 
cases, or nearly 50,000,000 pins.

the light of faith when thoy put the 
Saviour to death. The fifteenth candle, 
which represents .Tesus Christ, the light 
of the world, is not put out but hidden 
for a time beneath the tiltar and then 
brought out still lighted, to sigtiify that 
though Christ was hiddiMi in tlie tomb 
ills spirit still lived and returned to en- 
lighten the world. 

The priests of Baal were wont |i> ap- 
proach his altar on solemn occasions by 
creeping on tlieir lian<ls and knees, anil 
in the Middle Ages the priests of the 
Church performed a similar ceremony, 
which an old author quaintly descrihes: 
"Upon (iood Friday tliey have a eruei- 
fixe, either of wood or of stone, which 
tliey laic dowiie softlie U|)(ni the grminil. 
that everybody may come creeping to it 
upon hands and knees, and so kisse the 
feet of it." 

During the Middle .\ givs Easter was a 
favorite time for the presentation of my- 
tories and miracle lilays. which were 
C(Miiiiosed and performe<l by jiriesls and 
monks. Christ's passion. His descent 
i'lto Hell, the risnrrection and asceii- 
t^ioa were among these, ami tlu'y were 
often made occasions for disgraceful 
scene.^ of riot and dehancbery. .Vs early 
as lO.IO it is recorded by Ccilranus. that 
Theophylac, patriarch of Consiantinoidc, 
"introduced the custom, wlilcli prevails 
to this day, of scandalizing (iod and His 
saints ou the mo«5t splendid and popular 
festivals, by . indecent and ridiculous 
simgs, und cnnrmous shoutings even in 
the inid«t of those sncrcd hymns which 
wo ought to offer to tlie Divine Grace for 
the salvation of our souls. But, he, hav- 
ing collected a company of base fellows 
admitted into the sacred sprvico diaboli- 
c.'il dances, exclamations of ribaldry and 
ballads borrowed from the streets and 
brothels." Two hundred years after this, 
Halsanion, patiarch of Alexandria, com- 
plains of the gross abominations conmiit- 
tcd hy the priests at Christmas, Easter 
and other festivals, oven in the groat 
church at Constantinople. The acting of 
mysteries, originating in the Eastern 
chnrehes, soon spread to "Western Europe 
and hecaine popular in France and ICng- 
land. .\11 the great nobles retained a 
master of revels whose business it was 
witn the aid of the chaplain, to compose 
and direct thoir performances at Christ- 
mas and Easter. On Easter Sunday, 
14,S7, Henry Vll. was entertained with a 
performance of the "Descent into Hell." 
In 1521 the Earl of Norlhumherland 
celebrated Easter by the production of a 
series of mysteries, i.e., "Ol the I..ord's 
Supper and Wa.sTIing the Feet, 1 comedio; 
of the Passion of Christ, 2 come<lies; of 
the Sepulture and Itesnrrection, 2 come- 
dies." The last of the mysteries per- 
formed in England was Christ's l'as.iiou, 
iu the reign of James I. It was played 
at Ely IIousC; London, on Good Friday, 
before several thousand people.

iMonday. In Durham one of the Easter 
customs is the taking off the women's 
shoos by the men. Up to the time of 
the Reformation it wris customary for the 
clergy and laity to play ball in the 
churches at Easter. At the Antiphou the 
otficiating priest took the ball and threw 
it to the deacon who in turn passed It to 
one of the sub-deacons or clerks and so

"Three thousand Kinlanders who land- 
eil in -Montreal last week are now en 
route over the ("anadian Pacific to the 
N(n'thwest Canadiiiii [•rovinees. where 
they will find homes with an almost e(iual 
luiniher who have already located there. 
-Vccording to the railroad eonii)any's 
figures, this makes in all nearly 10,00(1 
of these foreigners bronglit to Canada 
this season, anil a conservative estimate 
of the number yet to come is 20,000. 

"An interesting piece of immigration 
department history is connected with tin? 
now arrivals, which railroad men say 
will not serve to heal the open breach be- 
tween the Canadian and American lines. 
It appears that the Wisconsin Central 
and Union Paeiflc were desirous ot se- 
curing a share of the number for loca- 
tion in Wiscon.sin for railroad work and 
in .Missouri, Kansas and Neliraska fin- 
coal mining anil railroad labor. Both 
lines, aeeording to reports brought to the 
Coast liy ICastern agents, wnt tuen to 
•Montreal prepared with good ofi'ers for 
a limited number to come to this side of 
the line. 

"No sooner had they landed in Mont- 
real than llii'y were taken in tow by the 
Canadian Pacific and within forty-eight 
hours every agi-nt of the American lines 
was in the employ of the ('anadian Paci- 
fic for a year at a.n advanced salary. 
When the immigrants arrived there were 
none but Canadian I'acifiir inducements 
thrown out to them and nearly the whole 
party is now speeding toward Manitoba, 
Albortu und British Coliimbiu."

GOT RICH QUICK. 

First Men AVho Took .-Vdvantago of the 
I'^euch Hill Discovery. 

Joseph Staley, who, with "Cariboo 
Billy"' Dettering, discovered the famotw 
French hill diggings, in M-hicli more than 
.'i:2,(ILKJ,(Xl0 worth of virgin gold has boon 
mined, is on his way North, having sailed 
on the steamer Cottage City. 

Of the Klondike's many rich men. few 
have had more remarkable careers iu the 
matter of gold hunting than Staley. Three 
years ago he left his tlliio home a finan- 
cial wreck. He had mortgaged his real 
estate for every dollar he could raise. 
These obligations have all lieeii [laid and 
he cannot tell his wealth in short of six 
figures. 

.'staley and Dettering discovered French 
hill, whieh was the lirst high bench 
ground m the Klondike that yielded pay 
gold, .March 1!), 1808. Some" tiniboriiieii 
were hauling logs down the side of the 
steep hill which rises high above the bed 
of the creek, when they discovered a gold 
nugget lying on the surface. The moii 
were puzzled as to how the gold had 
reached the mountain side, but having no 
knowledge of mining It did not occur to 
them 'to prospect. 

A day or so late.- Staley and Dettering, 
both trained prospectors, heard of the 
find and on .March 10 located discovery 
cliiini. Old-time miners shook their 
heads and declared that no gold would 
ever bo found on that hill. Nevertheless, 
the locators determined to sink to bed- 
rock, which thoy did, finding it at two 
and three times the depth of the pay on 
thy creek claims. Staley remained at 
work in the mine until he had taken out 
a small fortune. Then he made a trip 
to Dawson, paid every debt he owed to 
the stores aud supply liouscs, and sent 
out sulllcient dust lo pay off h'ls mort- 
gages and an oven thousand besides for 
his aged mother. In tho discovery Dan 
Stale.v, a brother, also participated. 

Meanwhile, this mine and Staloy's other 
I'^reneh hill holdings have continued to 
yield fabulous returns. 

"I went on to Ohio aud loaned enough 
at U per cent, to keep me,"' Staley said. 
"No man can tell of the iiossibilitios of 
-■Vlaska and the British Yukon. The; 
country, particularly Alaska, has only 
been seratche<l. The gold belt, which wo 
will siiy begins lit Atlin, extends on to 
the Klondike and hos been traced to Cape 
Nome. There is n. stretch of 2,500 miles 
of gold-hearing country." 

Staley is returning to the Klondike for 
his annual clean-up. Later In the season 
he expects to go to Cape Nome, whore he 
will join his brother, Dan. The latter is 
now in Chicago.

A Klondike Sttry "With a Hapii.v 
Ending.

This is the story of Ale.vander McDon- 
ald, one of the best-known characters 
in the Yukon Valley. He is n great, 
liimboring Scotchman—born in Nova 
Scotia— who up to the time of the Klon- 
dike discoveries never had an Idea of 
winning a greater fortune than that of a 
day laborer. He worked from mining 
camp to mining camp all along the 
Northwest. So slow was be and so aw- 
kward iu Ills work — his feet entirely in 
his way and his bulk a misfit for the 
size of prospect holes— that he was re- 
luited never able to bold a job for longer 
than throe weeks. Ho was at Dawson 
shortly after the first locations wore 
made on tlie Klondike. He went out 
with numerous stampedes, but never ar- 
rivwl in time to locate a paying claim. 
Finally he stumbled across a newspaper 
man named Hunt, who had a claim on 
Bonanza ("rook. Hunt bad become dis- 
conraged because he had not the fuuids 
neressary to develop it. This claim 
.McDonald purchased for three hundred 
ilollar.s and .set about developing it iu 
his usual slow and aimless fashion. Find- 
ing the claim fairl.v rich, be put on a 
force of laborers and in a few weeks 
had taken out eighty thousand dollars. 
This sum he used imme<li!itely to pur- 
chase other claims. .-Vll that year he 
liought right and left everything of au;.' 
Iiroiuisi- that '.vas offered to him. often 
mortgaging the claims thus bought to 
liiiy still other ground. -Many of the 
ventures cauio to nought, but a few gave 
idienomenal returns tliat he speedily took 
the rating of a millionaire. Out of one 
claim on El Dorado Creek be shovelled 
twenty thousand dollars in twelve 
hours. 'i"o-day he is probably worth be- 
tween two and three million dollars. 

Many others came to success even 
more suddenly than ^IcDonald. One 
man on Bonanza Creek took out ninety 
pounds of gold— about twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars— In a single day. A pan of 
gravel on El Dorado creek yielded its 
lucky owner twenty-one hundred dollars. 
This same man cleaned up three tbou- 
s:iiid ounces of dust and nuggets from 
his lirst week's -work.

The premature death of the Cominan- 
dor-iu-Chiof in Indian brings a brillaut 
careor to a melancholy end. His dearest 
wish was to die on the battlefield, and 
no man in the British Army had risked 
his life more freely, not only in cam- 
paigning but in adventurous travel aud 
missions. More than once it -was only 
aycd by his indomitable determination 
not to give in. When on leave in 187C 
ho went far out of his way to rake a 
military holiday in Aclieen. The Dutch 
oUlc-.'is still remember his gallantry when 
he joined their stormers in the assaidt 
on Lambada, and for that he was decor- 
tod with thoir war medal and cla.sp. 
Struck down by fever, bo was given 
over by the doctors; stretched out under 
shed on the wharf— it was doomed 
scracely worth while to embark the ily- 
ing man on the .Singapore steamer. Ilaj)- 
pily Lockhart had just sutlicieut strength 
to insist on being carried ou board— to 
recover. The incident is eminently char- 
acteristic of the man. His coolness -was 
ever equal to his courage, and in omer- 
oucy he never lost self-possession. 
Sir William Lockhart was the third son 
by the tirst marriage of the Rev. L. Lock- 
hart, of Milton Lockhart— a Scottish 
laird-parson, descended of an ancient 
house. All three brothers were/ in the 
.service; the eldest, General Lockhart ot 
-Miltou Lockhart, survivors. The 8cc<>ud 
—both were ccnsidcrably oldet- than 'Sir 
William — was Laurence, the versatile 
writer and brilliant novelist, wth inim- 
itable powers of mimicry and the most 
delightful of companions. 'I'hcy were 
nephews of John Gibson Lockhart, of 
"Tho Life of Scott" and the tjuarterly. 
.-Vll the brothers inherited the literary tal- 
ent, and had Sir William been loss'busy 
he might have been tempted to give the 
world his varied and e.xciting experiences. 
Born in 1841, ho outerod the Indian 
-Varniy 17 years afterwards as liouten- 
aiit in tho 41th Bengal Native Infantry; 
he was promoted captain in 18t>S, major 
in 1877, and colonel in 1S!S."{. It will he 
seen that ho was comparatively fortuiiale 
in getting his company so soon, under the 
system of seniority, but the Mutiny and 
subsequent troubles aeceleratetl promo- 
tion. For a few months in 18.^8 he serv- 
ed witli the oth Fusiliers in Ondh. He 
had active experience in both arms of the 
service, for in 1S04-OU he distinguished 
himself through the Bhutan campaign ns 
the energetic adjutant of the 14tli Bengal 
Cavalry. In scouting and outpost duties 
his keen instinct could always be relied 
on, and, as was found afterwards in the 
campaign that made his reputation, he 
had a "hair" and eye for mountain topo- 
graphy. In Abyssinia he was selected 
ns aide-de-camp to Brigadier-General 
Merewether, and was meudoned' in des- 
patches tor his conduct nt'.the capture of 
.Magdala. His next piece of service was 
with the Hazara Field Force In the 
Rlack .MountJiius in tho capacity of De- 
puty-Adjutant tiuarteriiiaster-Goneral. 
Then came the iierilous interlude when 
he nearly found a grave in the uusalii- 
brlous Dutch seltleinonts. He hail re- 
covered his health when, in the Afghan 
was of 1870, ho was sent to serve as 
Itoad Commandant in the Khaibar and 
hold the restless .Vfriilis in check. Af- 
terwards lie again acted as Assistant 
Quartormastoi'-Genoral with Lord Roh- 
erts during the operations around tlabiil, 
wlieii the actiou at 'Tackt-i-Shali was 
fought and Sherpore was invested. l'"or 
these services he received the C.li., with 
another mi^dal and clasp. 

A few years after the close of tho Ai- 
glian campaign he w-a« sent on the Chit- 
ral mission, when his easy blending of 
lirninoss witli tact— the suiivitor iu modo 
with tho fortiter in ro— had the best el't'eet 
on the savage aud subtle Orientals witli 
whom ho was commissioned to deal.

Dnrand, who followed him much in the 
same tracks, hears testimony to tho last- 
ing success of Lockhart"s' diplouuiey, 
though he comiilains that tho careless 
munilicence of his pri^curser made liis 
own gifts of honor seem paltry by com- 
parison. From tho Cliitral Highlands 
Lockhart went to tho Burma rice-swamps 
in command of a brigade, and when that 
campaign was over he had tho thanks of 
the government and promotion to K. C. 
Returning to Bengal, he was gazet- 



ted ii brigadier-general, and two years af- 
terwards he was seated at the desk as 
assistant military .secretary for Indian 
Affairs. From Simla the secretary was 
sent. to the front for active, service, and 
he commanded both 'Miranzai expeditions 
of ISfll. They won him many honorable 
mentions, with advancement to the rank 
of major-general. In the following year 
he was chosen, almost as a mattw of 
course, to lead the Isaziii Field Force. 
Coming bade, equally of course with ac- 
cession of credit, he was advanced to be 
lieutoiiaut-genoral and received the im- 
portant eommand of the I'unjab. In that 
capacity, and in the same year, ho con- 
ducted another of our innumerable little 
wars in Wazlristan, and for that he had 
the K.C.S.I. 

He had been climbing the ladder 'stead- 
ily, foot by foot, establishing his footing ' 
more solidly on each seucccsslvc rung, 
aud had iii'ver niado a slip. His natural 
gift.^ liad Jiad the best possible cultiva- 
tion that variety of oxpcricnco could give 
them. His great chance came In the 
TIrah campaign, and ho seized it. In 
197, after .Sir Bindoii Blood had come to 
some sort of peaceable settlc^ment -with 
tho fanatics of Swat the Afridls^ldise aiid'- 
closed the Khaibar. Tho revolt" spread 
fast to the Mohmaiiils and other power*- 
ful tribes, when Sir Vv iUiain was orderafl 
forward to punish them .at the head of an 
army of 40.000 Britisli troops. It was 
the biggest thing we liad undertaken with 
a British force against those crafty war- 
riors of the mountains. Wliere Sir Wil- 
liam Lockhart specially showisl excep- 
tional skill was iu handling a great Re- 
gular force in a dilHcnlt— almost an iiii- 
practicabh-— country iu guerilla warfare 
against levies of sbnriishootors who weic- 
always eluding him. Adapting hiniself 
to the circninstances, be brought the wai- 
to a triumphant end. It was a proof of 
tho superiority of long practical training 
to the lessons of the Jectiiro-room or of 
prost>t«ors in stalT colleges. He out 
manoeuvred the wily oneniv aud bi-at 
thoin at their own tactics.

Misj lleUno Smith— the name fc'ivoa uer 
bv ilio l-rolessor m his booK, but. uuc her 
real name— the Oeucva meUium. proves 
ilieir theory, lu Uer seaucM she gives 
what purport to be accountB of the peo- 
ple ol tiie planet' Mars, and she writes 
Aviibie uud Sanscrit, lauguages which, 
as tar as Ur. Flouruoy can discover, she 
has never studied. 

Miss Smith is not a prolessional 
luedinm, nor does she acopt any pawmont 
tor her work. Accordinng to I'rolossor 
I'Mounioy's description kuc was thirty 
veard of age when this iuvestigatiun be- 
Sau, in Ueceuiber, Ib'J-l. Iter eyes are 
almost black and she has an intoiliKoni 
expression without anythiiiir of the ecs- 
tatic. She appears to be in perfect 
health, physically and mentall.y. 

■She' is employed uts a clerl; in a conij 
mercial house of Coiiova. Uer laniil.ar 
'spirit answer to tlio name of l-eupold. 
There is no doubt that her iranceri arc 
neuniiie and that she is alisolntoly liu- 
cunscious in a wtildiig state ol all tliat 
has transpired during' the trance. 

'L'be most KlrikiiiK and pcenliar leature 
ol" her somiianilnilistic or byiinotic 
trances is lliat in them dhc claims lo have 
lived at least twice before her present 
appearance on earth. I''ivc liniulred 
vcars ago she was the danglitcr of an 
"\rab shoiU, and under the name Siinan- 
diai became the wife of a llimloo prince, 
iiameil t>ivronka Nayalia. who ruled over 
Kanara and built tlio fortress of tchan- 
dra"iiiri. In the hint coiitury she reap- 
peared ill the person oi the untorlunate 
Alarie Autoineiti'. Ueiiicaruated tor her 
sins and perfecting in the hiuub e couill- 
lion of lielone Smith, c^bo recollects the 
events of the past during hor comnanibu- 
listic trances, and for the time becomes 
a Hindoo princess or Queen of France. 

But more remarkable 'than either of 
these cases is a third in which Miss bnuth 
ciiiiiiininicates with tUc Martians, and un- 
veiLs the mvsterios of that planet to our 
• eyes during her periods of sotnnauibul- 
i.sni. The special phenomenon connected 
with this Martian period is that she she 
has created an absolutely "cw language, 
ill whieK the -words have well definetl 
sounds and meanings written in a special 
script. , . 

■ Miss Smith appears to be perl eel ly 

■ normal, showing no traceti of dogeuer- 
' acy, physical, mental or moral. It is oii- 

ly'wben In lier trances that the medium 
can he roeognized. In ordinary conver- 
siilion she seoni.s intelligent and gifted, 
livelv and liright. She does not believe 
j» spirilualisin, and. altbmigli invited, 
lias refused to bocoiuo a member of tin- 
Sooietv SpiriliHtic of Geneva, because, as 
tiho says, tslie has no thoorii's about thosn 
f.;icts, iind does not work with any special 
end ill view. She studies, thinks, rc- 
lleoth and discusses, that she may learn 
the truth. 

At times Miss Smith is afTocted while 
seemingly not in the trance state by a 
kind of subliminal couseiousiicfis of mat- 
ters which occur during the trances, and 
under this inlluence a letter or word in 
llie Sant^crit or the Martian .script Is apt 
III creep into an ordinary note. Miss 
Smitli has ncvor been hypnotized or mag- 
lu'tized. ^^'Ueu writing in the name of 
lier familiar spirit or detective genius, 
Leopold, both the tityle of eomposition and 
the cliaractor of the script are altogether 
iliir. rent from Miss Smith's normal let- 
ters. 

The most interesting rcmilts of the con- 
versations about Mars bave been placed 
ill a separate chapter by Professor Flonr- 
noy. It seems to the Professor that Ca- 
mille Klamuiarion's work on Mars and 
tlio conditions of its being inhabited, piib- 
' Itshcd in 1892, may really have been the 
.suggestion for this piiculiar liallncinatiou 
of Mi«s Siiiitii's. Hero is his account of 
one of these Martian seances: 

"After .Miss Smith Iiad gone into a 
Iraiice and had held a long eonveitiiitiou 
with some imaginary woman who want- 
ed lier to go into Home strange carriage 
witliiiut wheels or horse, slie became im- 
patient with this woman and after speak- 
ing to lier in I'nuicli began tn .spcal; in an 
iiniiitelligible language ;ilniosl liU'e 
Cbineso. 

"Leopold explained to iis I hat Ibis was 
the laiignago (jf the planet .Maiv. and that 
this woman was aclually the motlior of

lilanet. and tliat Ilelene herself spoke 
Martian. Vvvy snnu .Mis.-' Smilli. after 
asking the w<imaii to spe.ik more slowly 
>o that she could repeat lier words, be- 
gan ti> talk some incnmprelieiisilile jar- 
gon, of whicli M. Lemaitre {anoliier pro- 
fessurl. took oxac-l record. His note read: 
•Mitclnmi inilcliiiion minimi tclioiianiiiien 
iiiniatcliiiieg m.-isii-binof niezavi patelki 
abrcsinad uavette navi-n navette.' After 
several minutes Ilolmio stopped, crying, 
■Oh. I have enough. You talk so fast 
that I will never he able tfl repeat it.' 
And thou alter Home. little resistance she 
entered the carriage which was. to talce 
her lo Mars." • ~* 

Standing up, Ilolene acted ..the voyage 
til Mars in tlii'oe phases, the explanation 
(if which was suggested by Lo<ipold— 
^waving of the upper part of the body 
(passing through our atmosphere), im- 
movable and. rigid . (the .interplanetary 
■■- voyage), renewed oscillations of the 

; t«houlders and bust (atmosphere of Mars). 
'.Arrived on Mars, she .gets out of , the 
oarriage and performs a complicated pan- 
iomimc, describing the manners and : po- 

• • liteness. of the Martians. 
■I - She said to herself: "Those dreams 

■ are funnv, but I must toll them to M. 
Lemaitre. When he (the Martian) samt- 
lul he tapped liisr nose .aud ^poke: a 
.strange language," but I ■understood J t

It was some months later, when, a.^ 
. Ilelene states, having risen from her bod 
at three o'clock in the morning to bring 
ill nome flowers that were on the window 
scat, instead of falling asleep again she 
sat down on the -side of the bed and im- 
mediiitelv saw a iioculiar landscape, hho 
■was on the shore of a beautiful lake, 
whoso waters were blue with a rosy iint. 
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Un several (iec:isioiis Ilelene s:iw this 
man, anil al.so saw a limise so strange iu 
its architoctiiro that she at last painted 
it. At the same time she heard a phrase, 
the tueauiug of which she could not 
grasp, but she • wrote .cit down-, with a 
poucil: "Dode ne ci -haudan .'te mecho 
me tichc^astane ko de mu-.veche." Six 
weeks later, at one at the^seaiice.*, the 
tnuMlation of this phrase was given. U 
inoaut "that the house she saw was the 
one in which Astane livi'd. 

-Vfter several symptoms cliaractoristic 
of departure, for .Mars (vertigo, iialjiita- 
tion of the heart, etc), Iloloiie fell into a 
profound sloop. The professor wiidu'd 
lo oomniuiiiealo with lior in Iho usual 
molliod by the lingers, but Leoiioie aii- 
sworeil that it was not the right lime, 
;ind that she would soo ti'll tliiMii what 
she saw on Mars. .V little later bo add- 
ed, "Tilt her on the sida." fur >iie had 
before bei'ii sealed in a chair. "Then 
ho told us," conliiiiies tlio ro[iorl, "that 
she war-i on the way lo .Mars, and that 
silo was now talking to tlic' M;irtians, 
but that ho would not trausbito Un- us, 
not because he vi'as unwilling, but lie- 
causo he could not; that the translation 
i.s (lime by ICsemile. wiiii is actually dis- 
iiiearnaleii in space, bin recently lived on 
.Mars and befDi e had lived on' earth, so 
that lie eonld act as interiireter." 

Aflor half an Iiiiiir of waiting. Ihc 
calm sleep of Heloiio gave place to agi- 
tatioii, sighs, rhythmical iiioveiuont of 
I lie head and hands and strange Martian 
;-'estiiros, smiles, and French words mur- 
niiired in an undertone to Lieopold. who 
Hi'oiuwl to 'have accouipauied her to Mais 
and to whom she spoke of her iuipres- 
sious of what she saw. lu tlie midst of 
the soliloquy a vertical uioremciit of the 
arms (Leopold's gesture) indicated that 
it was tiiiio lo carry out hin HUggestiou, 

"1 put my liaiiils on Ileloue's forehead 
anil priiiiniiiicnl the iiamo 'Eseiialo,' to 
wliicl: Ilelene respiimled in a weak, 
swoi>l, llielaiiclioly voice: 'He liiis goii(> 
away. I';sen;ile has left mo alone; but 
he'll Clime linek. .he'll ciimo back very 
soon. He liiis taken mo by tlio hand 
and led me into the house. I do not 
know i\liere Kseiiale wiit> leading iiie, 
bur be said.

To the psyeholiicritst 
tlier^e exiierimonts are rich in siiLtgesiinii 
as to the wonderful power of the hlliiiaii 
niiiiil iinilor ceilain conditions. 

"It is hardly necessary." concludes 
I'rofessor Kloiirnoy, "to add lhat Mis* 
Smith and lier friends believe :thtit there 
i.s .something Huperuatural in these, phen- 
otijeua. But I ain.vnot .ai^ha.med to say 
tl)at.I,:Caiinot bclicTc. tin tlie. reality of 
tlicso .beings : with. .AVhoiu -Miss Smith 
thiiiks «he commiiivieates, fearing rather 
to be he misled by credulity than to ox- 
plain as far as I can and .tlioii wait for 
further light. It seems far bettor to me 
ill the iiitorest of scionoo, ii-;|ieeially in a 
iloinnin whore superstition is Iihia.vs 
ready to show ilisolf. to sin on llie side 
of inudonce at the risk of being iiiislakeii 
at times, in preference to relaxing :ili 
noco:*.ary preoinitions and opening Iho 
door to mad iiiiaginings."

The visions pursued her with such iiirslst- 
etice that she was at last forced' to pro- 
iliu-e tlicKo pictures, and when she did 
sit down 'to the work it , was done almost 
iiiochanicall.v, without the lea.st effort. 

The Martian writing or the Acript by 
which .Miss Smith expressed tlio words of 
tliu Martian laiigiia^'o was a il(?veIopnient 
or the niedinni while in the trance. .V 
week later Leopold s:iid llial .\sl:iiio 
would now wrile, but bo did not do so. 
It wan six months later when .\staiio 
s.iid lo Hideno, "You will very t^oou bo 
able to write imr language." 

I'l-ofessor I'"lonriioy remarks: "I have 
given so iiineli siiace to this matter of the 
.Martian language bocaiiso .Miss Smitli 
boliovod ab.solutely in its gonuinenesf;, af- 
do many of her friends, lint it seems to 
luo that it is really a travesty U|iiin 
Kri'iich. It is. iiiilooil, a language, and not 
a jar«on of senseless sounds. The wiu'ds 
;ire definite and have a definite meaning; 
this sigiiilicatioii is permanoiit. and there 
is no doubt tliiil it is roall.v a language. 
I do not moan to say that it is the result 
of any careful ealeiilal ion ^i the |iart of 
MisH Smith, but I do believe that by the 
action, niicoiiscious. so it seems, of her 
groat iiitolleetnal faculties, she has in- 
stinctively ereiited a language related 
more or loss closcdy to l'''rencli." After 
a carofnl study of the difTorout iihouotic 
Mounds I'rofessor Flournoy points out the 
strong refiemblaace. Even the writing, 
ho believes corresponds to some of the 
signs n.sed in Latin script or print. 

The most striking feature of what is 
called "the Hindoo cycle of commnnioa- 
tion" is the fact that Mifw Smith writes 
Arabic, and writes it well; writes San- 
scrt, and that, too, porreotl.v. altlinugh it 
lias been proven that she eonld not pos- 
sibly have studied either language. l"his 
is a puzzle which neither this profes#ior 
nor any one else has been able to e.>:plain. 

The concliisioiis to which these inves- 
tigators have heeii led are thus summed 
iil> by i'rofessiir l'"loiirnoy: 

"From the point of view of pb.vsiolofjy 
Miss Smith, like all the mediums, diiriiii; 
lioi- visions and snmnamliiilistiif Iraunes, 
presents a mass of (lerl iirlia tions of movo- 
uieiit and sen«iliilily from whiidi she aj)- 
pears to be iiltogollier free in her normal 
state. I'.iil these slight iibsorvat inns arc 
not suHieioiit to solve the iieiiro-palliiilo- 
gical problein of ■iiiediiimiciiy.' and the 
(luostion slid remains open wliellier thi.- 
torni eorrosponils in a s]iecial entegory of 
inanifostations m- cimt-iilntes a happy 
oiiphoiiiism for difrereiil soiontilie term.-;

"I'syclioliigically sjieaking. her rase, al- 
tliongli rathe;' tun eimiplex to be expliiin- 
ed by a sinu'lo formula. Is iiovortheles,s 
i>xplicablo in a largo degree by several 
well known principilos. the successive or 
common action of which brings about 
the various pheiionieiia. It is <>s|ie<.'inlly 
that inlluence so often stated of emotive 
shocks' itnijl certain ph,sy,cliie.'trauinatiins. 
upon ' nienta! diiisoriation, when'mi the 
Iiirih of the hypnotie state ma.v derive 
its germ, whotlier it be of tsecondary per- 
sonalities more inr'.iess • cbaracteriml.' or 
of somnanibn)iKt|e, stories,- iwhich jire like 
thi< exnjrjjeratioir of talee and reveries liy 
many iSO-ciiUed normal persons. In fine, 
it in the treineiidnus suggestibility and 
auto-suggestibility of the moditinis which 
makes tliem so sensitive to all the infhi- 
eui-es (if spiritistic inoetiugs, and favors 
the iilay of those brilliant subliminal ere- 
atioiiK proditood by thorn. 

"In this way," says Profo^isor Flour- 
noy, "it is easy to explain the dovoloji- 
inonts of the personality of Leopold, and 
lierliaps llie Martian dreams and the idea 
of having once boon a Hindoo princess 
and (Juoon of li'i'anee. Oryptoiiiuosia. the 
revealing and actnali'/.iiig of forgotten 
nioinoriet^, accounts for niiin.v of the vi- 
sions of Miss Smith, of hor ineariiations. 
But besides this general oxplanatioit there 
is mtndi of the detail which is inexplica- 
ble The precise origin of Helen's San

Proceed With Perma- 
nent Improvements. 



Ample Funds Are Available If

Adopted. . 



, Tberp has boon a little disposUion no- 
ticabli- ill some (iimrtor.s to (.•ritii-izo iit'l- 
vi-r.-i.ly what is tlioii^'lit ti> be an iiiijusti- 
tiable apiitby on tbe iiurt of the board of 
.aldcripea 'in regard to the question ui' 
the ' proposed pavement of Yutos and 
IJroad streets. Tlie siiloiulid imiirovo- 
iiient which has been made uu Fort street 
>i)y tbe paving of the lower portion of that 
thoroughfare has aorred as a stiimdus 
to thb ' aspirations of those avHo desire to 
see AMctoria with good pennanont streets 
in the business portion of the city at all 
events; and the hope is general that the 
council may see its way. (^eiir^tb^'author-; 
Ize the work being undertaken In Broad 
and Yats streets this summer. 

A Colonist reporter sought some infor- 
mation yesterday on the subject of street 
paving, and found that no further au- 
thority was needed from the property 
owners or the rato-paycru in order for the 
work on Broad and Yates streets to lie 
commenced at once — tlie only drawback 
being a disposition on the part of some 
of the aldermen to husband their liiiaii- 
cial resources and spend the money for 
other purposes. 

An important feature of the case, which 
the Colonist learned of .vctsterday, is ttiat 
whereas the trannvay eompany lias niade 
every arran;;enient for tin.' donlile 1 rack- 
ing' of ;i portion of ils lines, tliis worU, 
wliich will he largely in the inten.'st ot 
tlie city, cannot be niulertaken unless the 
paviiij: iif Vates street, as was di'cidei! 
upon, is cirried into effect. 

To cxiilniu exactly how the matter 
slainlt^ at this niomeiil. it may be sai<l 
th.'it by-law 170 (IS'J'-!). which pmviile'i 
for the assessment of real pniperty by 
local iniiirovenient, enacts tliat the coun- 
cil nia.\ by resolution determine and 
specify what work or improvements it ia 
desirable to have carrieil ont, and that 
"on tlie receipt by the city engineer of a 
copy of the said resointion it sli.ill he hiH 
duty to proceed at once to ascertain and 
determine the said works or iniprove- 
' nicnts, and to make, and certify as cor- 
rect, a plan of description thereof, and 
to make an estimate of the expense or 
cost thereof, and to ascertain and deter- 
mine and show on said plan what real 
property will be immediately beneiited 
by the proposed improvements, and the 
city engiiii'er and city assessor shall, af- 
ter such plan lin<s been made and certilied, 
conjointly ascertain and determine the 
prt>iiurtion in which the assessment is to 
be made on the various portions of the 
real projierty no benefited, and shall niakft 
a joint reiiort of all such matters to the 
^^.id council." 

.\n <-stimiito of the expeiiise of iiaviiiK 
I'road aii<l Vates streets was made in ac- 
corilance with the above and a resolu- 
tion ciniiowering the council to proceed 
with the work passed in Xoveiiibei- last. 
;v'o ol)jection was entered by the property 
owners whatever.

It will thus be sei n (hat the tutal cost 
to the city would oidy be between eifilit 
and nine thouisand dollars; ".ml it it; felt 
that with a little i!\ilirious ncinaKciiieiit 
of the linaiices on tljc part of the board 
<d' aldermen the aiiU'iint could easily be 
obtained, without plai'iii^' any further 
burden upon the ta.xpayers. 

For instiince. an inspection of the list 
of .-iiiiiriiiiriations alreiuly decided uitou by 
the board shows one item of apprtjxi- 
mately .f.'i.dOO for the purpose of erecl- 
in.u' a brick building' for a pumpiii;,' sta- 
tion at Xorth Dairy I''arm. It is con- 
tended by tho«o ill a position to «peak 
with some knowledge that there is no 
need i){ going to the expense of erecting 
:\ brick building, as a wooden one would 
jservc the purpose equally as well. There 
would be little or no dnn,ger from lire as 
the miiins at the point where it is pro- 
posed to erect the building give 100-lbs. 
pressure. The coritj'aetor whose tender 
had been accepted for the erection of the 
bri'-k building has withdrawn his lender, 
80 tbe council is free to reconsider tbe 
matter in its entirety. 

Already there htis been saved .$.1,000 
whi'-li had been iipiiroprialed for inves- 
tigations in connection with the Sorliy 
sciienie; and this sum taken with the 
amount which may be available if it is 
decided to erect a wooden instead of a 
brick building as a i)Uin]iing slalimi, will 
give .'sT.ODd, which would go far tuwanlrf 
the cost of the paving of t!ie streets men- 
tioned. Then, again, considerable advni'se 
criticism has bepii made ai the decision 
o[ the I'ouiicil to appropriate so large a 
Mini of money as .fU.OOO for the niacad- 
;iniiziiig of Douglas utreet. This stvert 
i.s eerttiinly in bad condition, but it could, 
it is contended, be jiut in fairly good con- 
dition for this year for less money, thus 
reletising a portion of the sum voted for 
[laving purposes. 

.Vnother proposed e.vpenditnro v.'hich 
has caused some unfavorable comment is 
the vote of nearly .f2,000 pas«cd at .a re- 
cent meeting of the council for the lay- 
ing of a water main on Moss street, 
where there are only two or three resi- 
dents. This perhaps could be cut down 
■somewhat withoutj doing an injustice to 
anyone. , . 

The situation beiiig as above, the con-

,cd >vith, and, acting on that, had made 
armngementfl for delivery ot the special 
rails to be used by them in double track- 
ing. The company had prepared plans 
showing their intentions, all of which 
were accepted by the city engineer. Very 
expensive cin-ves are rcfiuired in double 
tracking on paved streets, those which 
the company have ordered costing $1,000 
each laid down. 

The compiiuy intend, laying double 
tracks all the way from Oswego street, 
■lames Bay, to Finguard street, beyond 
the city hall. Tliis would enable the giv- 
ing of a nineh improved service, which 
woidd be greatly in. the interest of the 
city; !TUe:Odu8^as and oater -wharf, and 
BcacDU 'Hill and Bpring Bidge lines 
ivonId>be operated independently of each 
other,, thus d<;ing)away -with the inconven- 
ience of long waits 'on switches. 

But the tramway company's plans 
would, to use the vernacular of the street, 
he all "knocked in the head" if the coun- 
cil does not decide to proceed with the 
work of paving Y'ates street in accord- 
ance with (be original intention. 

The (iui.\stion will no doubt be discussed 
very shortly by the city council and the 
feeiing which lu-evails among the citi- 
zens that the work should be proceeded 
with may result in a decision to arrange 
for the ciunmeucement of the permanent 
iniprovement ;it an early date.

Qualifications of Men Who Are 
Assigned to Duty as 
Scouts. 



Some of tlie Means by Which 
They Gain and Communicite 
Valuable Information 



Major Uiminglon's Corps of (inides 
may be taken as typical of what a body 
of scoutd should be for work in such a 
country as South Africa. Major Blm- 
iugton cnJIs his men bis "Oatch-'em- 
ilive-o's," while they have come to be 
known generally as "The Xight Cats," 
because of their night marches and the 
L'ai-like stealth of their movements. Ev- 
■ry man in Uimington's Guides is obliged 
to Kpeak Boer or Kalllr, and many know 
both dialects. One of the (lualitications 
is that every man shall be thoroughly ac- 
(luaiuted with some jiart of the country. 
The men are armed with carbines and 
pistols, oflicers and men wearing the same 
dust-eolored nniform, almost iiidistiu- 
iiishahle even at short diistaiices. A pic- 
turc.s(iue, jaunty touch is given to the 
otherwise sobei unifurni liy clu' little 
strip of fur that is boiiud round the slouch 
hals. 

Scouting is the most important duty 
that can fall to individual men in time of 
war. The scout — referring now to the 
picktHl man who is sent out alone, per- 
liai»i for miles, it; a;'v:ince of a ri.'con- 
uoitering party — carries his life in his 
hands. lie is alone against the enemy, 
ictiiig one his own res|ionsibility, with 
no olllcers or comrades to hearten or or- 
ler. lie has the greatest chance of dis- 
tinguishing Jiiiuhidf; :it the same time, it 
would often be easy for him to turn away 
from danger, and no one would be any 
the wiser, lie must be a strong, brave 
man, to carry through his work success- 
fully, and he must be as wary and as 
cunning as a weasel. On the individual 
scout's cleverness may depend the safety 
of the army. Before Sndowa, a single 
scout of the German Army discovered tlie 
Austrian Army in au entirely unexpected 
place. The result of his discovery was 
the victorious German battle tbat de- 
cided the whole campaign. In the Franco- 
German war, again, a scout cnme upon 
a French Army corps in a position un- 
supported by other troops ko that the 
Cermans, acting on his information, were 
able to surround and destroy tlie entire 
force; instances might be multiplied by 
the hundred. 

When a scout gains valuable inforinn- 
'ion, he either ride:s in with it at once 
to the nearest connecting post, or, if lie 
is hupported, Jie signals back with his 
liince or carbine. Thus, if he comes 
within sight of the enemy he will raise 
his rille horizontally above his hciid; or 
on approaching a nulhih or other oli- 
stable through which a safe' passage can 
be seen, he will raise his rille or lance to 
the vertical, and ride towtirdti the place. 
Information that tin- (■nemy is discovered 
is also given by riding in n circle, when 
in full view of supporting troojis. It is 
out's duty to jump to comdsions.

When (he tiames flicker, appear- 
ing and ilisaiipeariiig. it is a sure nign 
that the ground is occupied, and that men 
are moving about. An unusual iiunil.'cr 
of lires iiiiiy mean that th(> enemy iiileiid 
to retreat, liiiving lit the extra lires only 
as a blind. This old ruse has frei|iiently 
been adoiited by the Boers during the 
Iirescnt war. 

Ot coni-se, the s(.'oiil pays the closest 
attention to tracks. If the ground is 
evenly be.iteii down, infiinlry have prob- 
ably passed; hoof tracks tell of cavalry 
ami artillery. The scout must be able 
to read the truck, and to follow llic sfioor. 
By the presence or absciii-e of tracks 
he can often t(dl with certainty whether 
or not the enemy have passed, and if so, 
in what force. He can rend from a 
hoi-se'» spoor whether tin? horse was 
walking, trotting, or galloping. A walk- 
ing hors(! leaves a pair of footmarks, the 
impression of tlie liind feet coming close 
to that of the fore-foot. When niade at 
a trot, the footnuirUs are also in pairs, 
hut further apart, and the toe is more 
deeply indentedv.. iA , cantering horse 
leaves four single ;,fobt-marks, while at 
a gallop, single footmarks, arc left, deep- 
ly indented- . <•..•/„.;,,. • 

Wli^h'a seoiit "unexpectedly finds him- 
self In 'full view of the enemy, if he. re-, 
mains , perfectly still he is very likely, to' 
be uimoticed. The ordinary man has' no 
power of smell.' like the -wild animal; 
and even an elephant or a bison, unless 
he gets scent 'Of U man, will seldom not

Parllamentry Eccenlrlctles— Mr. 
Gladstone's Odd Tricks of 
,,,Manner',Whah Spb 



The familiar story of tbe barrister who 
acquired an habit of lingering a particu- 
lar button when he ^vas Rlettd''»ffr''<»n'l 
who lost the thread of his'diBCOurse wUen 
the bu^tOl/i.was secretly and lualicibusly 
cut off, finds no iiarallel in the House of 
Commons, sjiys I'earson's Magazine. But 
whilst in no ease iri mannerism of the 
kind marked to exaggerated extent, sev- 
eral frequent iiarticipants in debate have 
certain tricks of action more or lest, in- 
dispensable to successful speech. Mr. 
Cludstoue'ri gestures, like his other ro- 
sourceti, were intiuite. At one time— it 
was during the fever heat of the turbu- 
lent parliament of 1880-80— he tell into 
a habit of eniiihasising his points eitlier 
by beating his clenched -list into the opeu 
palm of liis left hand, or violently 
thumping tbe harmless box with open 
right hand. This laat trick was reour- 
reuce to an earlier wanner, observation 
of which drew from Disraeli an expres- 
sion of heartfelt thanksgiving that so 
substantial a i)iece of furniture us the 
table of the House of Commons separat- 
ed him from the right hon. gentleman. 

Ill its fuller development the exercise 
became so violent it occariioually hap- 
pened that the very point he desired es- 
liecially to force on the attention of his 
audience was lost in the clamour of col- 
lision. Mr. Gladstone was, of course, 
unconscious of this habit, as he wan o£ 
another trick, manoeuvred by stretching 
his right arm to its full length, ridgidly 
extending his lingers and lightly scratch- 
ing the top of his head with his thumb- 
nail. 

The rreniier's colleagues on the treas- 
ury bench were so |iertiirbed by the listi- 
culllng, which freiiueiitly gave cause to 
the enemy to guffaw, that they proiioscd 
among themselves that one of them 
should delicately c:ill his attention to 
the matter. The proiiosal was pleasing, 
but who was to bell the cat? After frult- 
hvs disciissi(jn of this question in the in- 
ner eanui, the Dean of Windsor, an old 
personal friend of Mr. Gladstone's, was 
unmanly approached and indnccd to un- 
dertake the task. I don't know how the 
mission fared. Its curative effects Were 
certainly not permanent. 
Sir William Harcourt, while address- 
g the House of Commons, ban a persua- 
sive habit ot lightly swinging his eye- 
glasses susi)eiided from his outtitretclied 
foreliiiger. lie also, when occasion arises, 
tliumiis the box with maileil list. When 
he lires a heavy shot into the oppofiile 
cam]) he revolves swiftly on his heel, 
looking to right and left of the benches 
behintl him in jubilant response to the 
cheers that apiilaud his hucccss. Mr. 
.Vrlhur Balfour, whose alwtiys growing 
perfection of parliamentary debate 
sloughs off tricks of manner, is still sonie- 
liincri seen holding on to himself with 
iiolh hands by the lapells ot his coat, 
aiiptireiitly afraid that otherwise he might 
run away before his spe(.'ch was ended. 
.V similar fancy is s\iggested by Mr. 
GoHchen's trick of feeling himself over, 
esjiecially in the neighborhood of the 
ribs. Finding he is all right (on the siior, 
so to speak), he proceeds to wash his 
han.l with invisible soap in imperceptible 
water. 

Even more apologetic in manner when 
delivering un excellent speech is Mr. 
l^ecky. If he had chanced to be born, 
like another Irish member long since de- 
parted, without arms or legs, he would 
be a much more effective debater. As it 
is there are arms and legs, even of ex- 
ceptional length, and Mr. Lecky, whilst 
discoursing on high themes of politics, 
painfully conscious of their presence, 
mutely apologises for their intrusion.

.MONEY LOSS. 

Kiigiiiei'ring points out that with the 
exception of LSill! and .18!1',), there li;is 
been a big labor dispute each year for 
quite a long time, and that the miners 
are resiionsihie for the hu'gest. In ISO!!, 
:i!)0.()(l() men lost Ii7,0-i0,()()(l working 
days, eipial to the loss of over five mil- 
lion sterling, or over £1;; iier man. In 
18!)-! the miniber of men was 70,000, 
and the wcu'kiiig days aggri'gated 5,(100,- 
000, which meant SU days' idleness, or 
<iuitc £l(i lost, [ler man. The number in- 
volved in the great strike of lSi)5 was 
not so great — 10, 000, nor was the aver- 
age loss so high; but the engineers' strike 
of ISOT told heavily, for there were 47,- 
.'lOO men involved, while ri,7;51,0()0 days' 
work and wage was lost. Thus each man 
lost 120 working days, which, at an aver- 
age of Os per day, makes each worker, 
or his union — and, indeed, the whole na- 
tion—poorer to the extent of £30 per lunn. 
The South Wales strike in ISOS was 
nearly as bad, for 100,000 men lost on au 
average of 110 days each. Last year, 
according to Engineering, v.'ns compara- 
tively quiet. The aggregate number of 
workpeople affected by all labor disputes 
—178,440— was. about 2.1 per cent, of the 
total number employed. 'The proportions 
in the several groujw of industries were 
aH_ follows: In mining and quarrying, 

.. per eeiii.; ;ii flio tcxtilo tradcs, 4.9 
per cent.; in the building trades, ;{.!) per 
ci'iil.; in the engineering, shipbuilding, 
and metal trades, 1.0 per cent.; and less 
limn 0.5 per cent, in all other trades.

Columbia has a mayor mid council, arid 
until recently it had :a 'newspaper, pub- 
lished by a typical Weeteni youth, Mr. 

The first glrinpsc I got of this 
moulder of public opinion was iinpriY;- 
sive. lie was leaning up against the 
door jamb of his oflice 'smoking a cigar 
and serenely survo.\ing Vne main avenue 
with an air of propriotarship that was 
most interesting to a hiinible individual 
like the writer.

"With a view to nsccftaining how ninch 
tnilii iliere was in this allegation two of 
lis, both from clo.se-sliut Victoria visited 
sftnic of the haunts of the gamesters, af- 
ter the darknitis bad-set in.

There the finest fruit ,atid 
cereals are grown, and most lucrati,v.e 
employment is the cultivation of them. 
The prices obtained for fruit in fJrand 
Forks might surprise Victoria dealers.; 
the miners must have fruit fresh from the 
orchards, and they care little what they 
pay provided it be -good and fresh; Cou- 
seyuently the fruit ' ' ranches < and ' the 
farjns of the Kettle Vhlley are yleldhlg 
opulent returns to their fortunate own- 
ers. It will be pleasing to Colonist reiid- 
erK to learn tliat the controllers of the 
great tracks ot land are discouraging the 
holding of big farms, and are parcelling 
out the • ground in five and ten-acre 
blocks 20? ffait^ranching purposes. This 
is a wise course; and iilthougli it may not 
be dictiijed by a knowledge of the an- 
cient saying and fact: ■ "latifundia pcr- 
didere Italiam" (great estates were the 
ruin of Ij;aly), it is yet worthy of com- 
mendation. Tliose little farms are being 
taken up by the right sort of people, and 
it will not lie long before the valley be- 
comes known as onis of the principal 
fruit-growing districts ■. o.e the province. 
Therefore, Grand Forks has a twofold 
source of ilrengtli, and as a natural re- 
sult Jjie place is growing apace, and will 
(■ertainly he one of the great centr<!S ot 
the iipijer country within a few years. 
There c«ii he no doubt the rivalry be- 
tween <;rii»(i Fork.f anCl Columbia Vr-ill 
Ixf settled in the proper way, that is by 
union. I cannot see how H can he other-
